LORD SALISBURY. 


Th* Eugllah Prem lrr Deair*** to R esign 
HI* Office. 
L o n d o n, Oct. 18.—The Daily Chroni­ 
cle announces that in view of Lord Salis­ 
bury’s desire to resign the premiership 
an early reconstruction of the cabinet is 
probable. 
According to The Daily Chronicle no 
serious 
differences 
of 
opinion exits 
among the ministers on matters of pol­ 
icy, but Lord Salisbury finds his health 
unequal to the strain and burden of his 
two offices of premier and foreign min­ 
ister. 
So great is his desire for rest that 
on his recent visit to Beaulieu he did 
not even take his secretary. 
Moreover, the premier is much con­ 
cerned about the health of the March­ 
ioness of Salisbury, which is far from 
good. The queen is reluctant to sanction 
hisj-etirement and, therefore, it may be 
deferred for a time. 
In these matters 
her majesty exercises her prerogative to 
a greater extent than is generally known. 
For instance, her wish became a royal j 
I command when Lord Rosebery against 
his own wish took the foreign office 
portfolio in Mr. Gladstone’s cabinet. 
I 
Serious ill-health, however, relieves 
the subject against even such an obliga­ 
tion; and it is probable that Lord Salis­ 
bury’s resignation will be accepted at no 
remote period. 
It is worthy of note that Lord Salis­ 
bury had long interviews with Mr. 
Chamberlain and Mr. Balfour, separate­ 
ly, after the cabinet council yesterday 
and then returned to Hatfield house.

wild struggle they rushed for the boats. 
The first boat lowered capsized imme­ 
diately and its occupants were drowned. 
The next was struck by au enormous 
wave aud turned over, drowning 2 0 , but 1 
the craft righted again aud eight who j 
had been thrown out regained it. 
Some were good swimmers aud kept 
themselves afloat 
for hours, others 
floated about for 24 hours on planks. 
Four soldiers on one plank, whom the 
strong currents carried east of Havana, 
opposite Morro castle, were saved by a 
pilotboat goiug toward Cardenas. 
Those who were rescue I tell heart­ 
rending stories of scenes during the ter­ 
rible quarter of an hour In fore tile Tri­ 
ton sank. 
An army captain, his wife 
and daughter went 
down 
together, 
locked in a last embrace. 
A mother 
with twins 15 months old drifted help­ 
lessly away on the crest of a great wave. 
All the other ladies aud children were 
drowned. 
Just as the Triton was sink­ 
ing Captain Ricardo, her commander, 
committed suicide by shooting himself 
with his revolver.

back. There are 12 miners from Circle j 
City who bring about $72,000 in gold j 
dust. 
Most of them have been working I 
around Circle City, but a few are in- ; 
tcrested in the Klondike claims. 
A lot j 
of provisions is at Fort Yukon bat it is 
feared that if there is a rush from Daw­ 
son it will cause a shortage farther 
down the river. 
It is predicted that 
many men will perish in the attem pt to 
escape from starvation by coining down 
the river. 
The steamer P. B. W eare af­ 
ter being on a sand bar 2 0 da} s got off 
and arrived at St. Michaels Sept., 20. 
She started ou a return trip with freight 
but it Is feared she will never get up the 
river. 
The steamer Alice arrived at St. 
Michaels Sept. 24 with 120 miners, and 
after starting up again on the 27th, ran 
aground at the mouth of the river. 
Few men Kith very little gold were at 
St. Michaels when the Danube left aud 
they will all come down ou the Bertha. 
The ice was in the upper river when the 
Weare started down and icicles were a 
foot long on her when she reached St. 
Michaels. 
A party which arrived at St. 
Michaels from Stebbins Get. 3 say that 
the steamers Merwiu, Alice and Mare 
Island are frozen in at the mouth of the 
Yukon and fears are entertained that 
they will all be destroyed when the river 
breaks up in the spring. 
Passenger* 
who started up the river on these steam ­ 
ers were endeavoring to get to St. 
Michaels overland.

It seems the height of absurdity tc 
look upon the so called “ Sumner Por­ 
trait of Franklin at Tw enty,” belonging 
to Harvard university, as an authentic 
portrait Where did Franklin, who wai 
grubbing for funds to carry him home 
at the time this picture is supposed tc 
have been painted, get tho money foi 
the “ purple and fine linen” in which ha 
is arrayed,1 let alone to pay the artist 
for his work? Aside from Fianklin’s cir­ 
cumstances being against its authentic­ 
ity, his “ Autobiography” is silent upon 
so important a subject as this portrait, 
and its history is purely mythical. 
Another picture that has no bettei 
claim to be considered a likeness'of Ben­ 
jam in Franklin hangs iu the Metropoli­ 
tan Museum of Art and was painted by 
Stephen Elmer, an English still life 
painter. There is nothing to show that 
it was given the uurno of -Franklin until 
1824, when a plate engraved by Rydei 
and published in 1782, as “ The Politi­ 
cian, ” was relettered and issued with 
the name of Franklin. 
The last picture to be mentioned iu 
this expurgatorial list is of the first im­ 
portance as a work of a r t It was paint­ 
ed by Thomas Gainsborough and is in 
the collection of the Marquis of Lauds- 
downe, but it is clearly not Benjamin 
Franklin. It is, in my opinion, the por­ 
tr a it of Governor William Frauklin.—

It is noctur­ 
nal in its habits, but perfectly harm ­ 
less, yet at o*»e tim e it was much dis 
liked aud persecuted

thought to be a dang! rous, mischievous 
anim al. 
Among the Italians Hie notion 
was prevalent th a t the bite of a shrew 
w as extrem ely poisonous. 
The French 
and the English believed that if a shrew 
ran over nu an im al’s foot the anim al 
felt great pc in and eventually became 
paralyzed. Hence if a bors.-, a cow or p 
gout became a little stiff iu its lim bi­ 
llie foolish people at once declared it 
“ shrew stru ck ,” and th© poor shrews 
had to suffer in consequence. 
Of course the ” shrew struck 
anim a 
had to have som ething to cure it, so a 
ash tree was selected aud a deep hole 
w as bored into its trunk. Then a shrew 
w as captured, put alive iuto tho hoi 
tho hole avat securely plugged and the 
innocent little anim al was left to die of 
starvation.
